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With  an  area  of  7,674  acres,  the  Friinlej  Urban  District  has  an  estimated  population  of  9,365. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  was  225  (118  Males  and  107  Females), 
representing  an  annual  Birth  Rate  of  24'02  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  same  period  was  101,  including  five  in  the 
Farnham  Union,  one  in  the  Guildford  County  Hospital,  and  two  in  tlie  Brookwood  Asylum,  which 
represents  an  annual  Death  Rate  of  10*7  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Pulmonary  Consumption  accounted  for  10  Deaths,  which  is  at  the  rate  of  1'06  per  1,000, 
while  other  Lung  Diseases  caused  12  Deaths,  which  is  at  the  rate  of  U2  per  1,000. 

Twelve  Deaths  were  returued  as  due  to  Heart  Disease:  1'2  per  1,000. 

Suicide  accounted  for  one  Death. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  were  27  in  number,  which  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
Births  gives  a ratio  of  110. 


Zymotic  Diseases.

One  of  the  Toiktown  cases  was  removed  to  the  Council’s  Hospital  at  Mytchett,  the  one  at 
Frimley  was  sent  to  the  Farnham  Isolation  Hospital,  and  the  remaining  cases  were  treated  at 
home.  The  Patient  at  the  Orphanage  died,  the  others  recovered.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that 
all  these  cases  were  imported  into  the  District. 

3.  Scarlet  Fever. — Six  cases  reported,  which  were  distributed  as  follows  : — 

{a).  Camberley  ...  ...  ...  5 cases  in  3 houses. 

(5).  Frimley  (Deepcut)  ...  ...  1 case. 

The  latter  was  sent  to  the  Military  Hospital  at  Aldershot,  while  the  Camberley  cases  were  all 
sent  to  the  Hospital  at  Mytchett,  and  originated  from  cases  outside  the  District. 

4.  Typhoid. — None.  The  District  has  now  been  free  from  this  disease  for  three  years  in 
succession. 

5.  Measles. — Cases  of  a mild  type  have  occasionally  appeared,  but  there  has  been  nothing 
approaching  an  epidemic. 

6.  Whooping  Cough. — Only  an  occasional  case. 

7.  Erysipelas. — Four  cases  notified. 

The  above  fatal  case  of  Diphtheria  was  the  only  Death  due  to  these  diseases  during  the  year, 
which  represents  an  Annual  Zymotic  Death  Rate  of  *1  per  1,000. 


Monthly  Summary  of  Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases: — 
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General  Sanitary  Matters. 

New  Buildings. — The  Sanitary  Committee  passed  plans  for  81  Houses,  of  which  32  were  for 
dwellings  for  the  working  classes.  Eleven  Houses  formerley  draining  into  Cesspools  have  been 
connected  with  the  Public  Sewers. 

Water  Supply. — This  is  obtained  from  two  sources,  viz.: — Friniley  and  Itcbell.  The 
Frimley  water  is  of  a soft  nature,  but  that  from  Itcbell  has  originally  21  degrees  of  hardness, 
this  is  reduced  to  8|  in  the  softening  tanks,  and  after  filtration  is  again  reduced  to  a fixed  hard- 
ness of  2\  degrees.  The  water  is  submitted  to  a monthly  examination,  and  has  on  all  occasions 
proved  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  133  additional  Houses  in  the  District  have  been  connected  with  the  Public 
Supply,  making  a total  number  of  houses  supplied  by  the  Company  in  the  Frimley  Urban 
District,  1,309. 

Fourteen  samples  of  Well  Water  were  examined,  three  of  which  were  found  unfit  for  drinking 
purposes,  and  one  was  of  a doubtful  character.  As  a result  of  this  seven  houses  have  been 
connected  with  the  Public  Supply. 

Isolation  Hospital. — Five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  one  case  of  Diphtheria  were  admitted 
during  the  year. 

Royal  Albert  Orphanage. — The  Authorities  of  this  Institution  have  arranged  to  do  away 
with  the  Girls,  which  will  enable  them  to  have  more  accommodation  for  the  Boys ; hitherto,  the 
latter  have  been  overcrowded  in  the  Dormitories.  The  General  Health  has  been  good  during 
the  year,  with  the  exception  of  the  one  case  of  Diphtheria. 

Council  Schools. — These  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time,  and  on  each  occasion  the 
Boys’  Schools  particularly  have  been  in  a very  dusty  condition,  which  probably  is  in  some  measure 
accounted  for  by  the  bad  state  of  the  floors  which  want  renewing ; still  it  is  expedient  that  more 
attention  should  be  given  to  the  cleaning.

The  Bakehouses  have  been  notified  when  Limewashing  has  been  required,  and  24  Inspections 
have  been  made,  and  65  visits  have  been  made  to  the  other  workshops. 

A Cesspool  near  one  Bakehouse  has  been  abolished,  and  the  House  connected  with  the  Main 
Sewer,  and  three  others  have  been  provided  with  better  ventilation. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  thirty  names  upon 
the  Register,  since  when  six  have  ceased  to  sell  milk,  and  three  fresh  names  have  been  added,  so 
that  at  the  present  time  the  total  is  twenty-seven.  Fourteen  of  these  are  Cowkeepers,  Dairymen, 
and  Milksellers  (in  three  instances  only  a small  quantity  of  surplus  milk  is  sold). 


One  Cowkepper  who  sells  no  milk  converts  it  into  butter,  and  two  others  sell  the  milk  wholesale. 
There  are  five  Milksellers  in  the  District  who  keep  no  cows,  and  three  from  other  districts  who 
deliver  from  their  carts. 

Four  of  the  Cowsheds  are  in  excellent  condition,  and  ten  others  comply  with  the  Regulations  ; 
three  which  were  in  compliance  with  the  old  Regulations  have  been  greatly  improved  during  the 
year,  but  still  there  remains  more  to  be  done. 

Midwives’  Act,  1902. — A Register  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  this  Act,  and  up 
to  the  present  time  five  names  have  been  placed  thereon.
